Having l>ecoine groatly interef^^ted in Dr. A. (E Mayer’s great 
work Mtdusre qf thr If or/d ((arnegie [nstitution , 1910), and 
doing at tliesanie time roncerncM] witli matters of noiiKmelature, 
I was led to take ii|) th<‘ nonienelatura] (jiu^stions inv(Flv('d in 
the elassitication of the Medusie, and in eons(‘(iU(*nee to enter 
upon a correspondenee with Dr. Mayer regarding a numh(*r of 
dinieult points. 

Di‘. Mayer’s work is so w(T done tliat it alTords material for 
the investigation of almost any rpi(*stion that may arise regard- 
ing tlie xMediisie. From tin* standpoint of correct nonionclature, 
and in some cases proper grammatical form, fault may oftcai 
he found with the names of the subfamilies, families and higher 
groups. The objectionable forms are of course in no case due 
to Dr. Mayer, but have been received from older authors who 
w’cre more or less indilTerent to the preferred usages of zoologists. 
There are certainly good reasons for ado]>ting a fairly uniform 
system of nomenclatuia* for the higher groups in zoology, and 
in particular the names of families and subfamilies should 
aecord with the International Code. 

In the following list 1 have included the Scyphomedusa? of 
the world down to genera (exc(*pting tliose which are of quite 
unccM'tain status), and in each case have given tlie carefully 
ascertained type species of the genus. The whole list has been 
very kindly gone over by Dr. Mayer (^Yho is substantially its 
author, although he declines to stand in that position) and 
approved by liiin, with two exceptions presently to be men- 
tioned. In several cases, wdiere 1 had suggested an innovation 
with a query, he ran his pencil through the query-mark; but

The two exc(‘i)tions conci'rned tlie gen<*ra Phi/llorhiza and 
Thyi^dnontoma of 1 ^. Agassiz, for which it seemed extrenady 
desirahl(‘ to hike as types W(*ll-known jind rtwjj;nizal)l(‘. s])ecics, 
instead of the almost hy])oth(‘tical forms on which these generic 
names were based. Unfortunately it is quite impossilile under 
the rules to take as the typc‘ of a genus a s|)eci(^s not originally 
included, or even (as in these cases) published at the time 
when the generic nanu' was first ])roposed. In the case of 
Tlii/sanodoma the imiierfectly kiunvn type species may well 
represent the genus as defined liy Mayer, so there is no disturl)- 
ance of the nomenclature; hut th<‘ original PhyUorhiza was 
prolialily Cephea, ami there seems no way of avoiding a new 
name for Phyllorhlza in the sense of von Liaideideld and Mayer. 

It is pro|)Osed later to tn'at the Ilydronu^dusa" in the same 
manner, though there are some exceptional difliculties in tlie 
way of this undertaking.
